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Encased Postage Stamps 
by Maurice M. Gould 


Encased Postage Stamps are 
the connecting link between Phi- 
lately and Numismatics. U.S. 
stamps of various denomina- 
tions were placed in round brass 
cases slightly smaller than the 
U.S. 25¢ pieces. These were is- 
sued by various business houses 
during the Civil War. They 
were unique in that they were 
used as advertising and also as 
currency for whatever denomi- 
nations they represented. 

They were issued in the fol- 
lowing denominations: 1c, 3c, 
5e, 10c, 12c, 24c, 30c and 90c. 


At the present time all en- 
cased stamps are very scarce, 
with the higher denominations 
being very rare. These interest- 
ing items were eventually re- 
placed by fractional currency. 


Make a Facsimile 


Of a Die Break 


by Knud A. Rasmussen 


As a serious collector of Ca- 
nadian halves with die breaks, I 
have been searching for an easy 
way to make a perfect copy of 
a die break and in January of 
1960 I found a method that was 
most satisfactory to me. 


Cut from the ordinary smooth 
household aluminum foil a cir- 
cular piece of foil whose diam- 
eter is equal to the diameter of 
the coin, plus twice the thick- 
ness of the coin. Place the coin 
in the center of the circular 
piece of aluminum and bend the 
extra foil over the edge of the 
coin. Brush the aluminum cov- 
ering the coin with a toothbrush 
quite vigorously until a perfect 
impression is obtained. Then re- 
move coin and form shell with 
wax from a lighted candle. 


So, if you wish to describe a 
coin to someone at a distance 
away, make a facsimile. To pre- 
pare it for mailing, place the 
copies in prepared cardboard 
folders. 





Editor’s Note: 


Mr. Rasmussen was thought- 
ful enough to send us some cop- 
ies of his reproductions and 
some cut foil with which to try 
making some of our own. He 
further suggests that these fac- 
similes be made in colored foil 
as they are very hard to tell 
from the real coin. 

Mr. Rasmussen submitted 
some samples of this idea in a 
display at the CNA Convention 
in Hamilton this year and they 
attracted wide attention an?

Laws were made to 
protect the working classes, | 
government supported schools 
came into being for the first 
time, and the right for all men 
to vote was assured through the 
Reform Act of 1867 and 1884. | 

Queen Victoria was not, per- 
haps, a very clever person or 
a great statesman. But she had 
great strength of character, and 
she learned great devotion for 
her people. It was during her 
reign that Canada became self- 
governing, in 1867, and other 
self-governing dominions came 
into being, Australia, New Zea- 
land, Union of South Africa, to 
name a few.
